Since (1) is prepared by crushing EVA resin foam sheet in average granular dia. of 2 
mm, waste resins formed by punching various cushions are utilised. Spraying material 
is prepared by mixing (1) with binders, pigments, surfactants, hydration 
accelerators for cement, water- retaining agents, etc. Since (1) is bulky foam, the 
uneven wall coated with the present spraying material can be hot -pressed with an 
iron, etc. so as to crush the foam cells and form a pattern. (1) has good 
weatherproof property, heat resistance and solubility in various binders. Therefore, 
(1)^ even when applied to the wall of a room which tends to be rubbed by clothes, is 
not released. The aggregate having porous connected cells imparts high sound- 
absorbing property to the wall phase. 0/0 
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
